The child was riding with her 
mother, a brother Edward, and 
her grandparents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Jam es Glover all of Indianapolis, 
in a sedan driven by her aunt 
Mrs. Nellie Nimmons, when it 
collided head on with another 
car driven by W. H. Eshelman of 
Connersville, R. R. 9. The door 
of the Nimmons car flew open 
and the little girl was thrown 
out, her body striking a culvert. 
Her skull was fractured and her 
neck was broken. She was sleep­ 
ing in her mother’s arms at the 
time of the accident and was 
killed almost instantly. 
Other occupants of the Nim­ 
mons car and the Eshelman car 
escaped injured with the excep­ 
tion of bruises and scratches 
They were treated by Dr. L. C. 
Smullen of Raleigh and Dr. De- 
Prez Inlow of Shelbyville who 
was visiting near Raleigh. Rid­ 
ing with Eshelman were his wife, 
and Mrs. Clara Smith and two 
children, of near Connersville. 
Immediately after the acci­ 
dent. Mrs. Willis picked up her 
child’s body and carried it to the 
home of Oscar Gordon, nearby. 
She stated tha t the little girl 
lived but a few minutes after she 
was picked up.

CURBING A NUISANCE. 
The action of a New York resident in filing 
suit to restrain a neighbor from annoy ing him 
has been in the minds of a good many citizens 
with a radio loudspeak er raises a question that 
since the advent of the radio. 
The radio is a wonderful invention, and it 
has brought happiness to a great many people, 
but there is no deny ing that there are times 
when it is nothing more or less than a nuisance. 
Since it is a new development, there is no law 
to cover its abuse, and the outcome of the New 
York er's lawsuit will be watched with a good deal 
of interest. 
We still have the idea that whatever a man 
chooses to do in his own home he may do. There 
are certain limits, to be sure; if he entertains a 
noisy , singing p arty at 3 in the morning, if he 
essay s to install a pigpen in his back y ard, if he 
sets up a smok y and noisy machine shop in his 
house, his neighbors can have the law on him. 
But barring such actions, a man can do about as 
he pleases in his own home. 
x 
The radio loudspeak er, however, presents a 
new problem. 
If a man persists in k eeping his 
radio turned on throughout the evening, with 
the loudspeak er close to an open window and the 
program “coming in strong,” he can mak e life 


actually miserable for all cf his neighbors—yet 
there is nothing whatever, as law and custom 
now stand, that they can do about it. 
They can complain to the police, bat the po­ 
lice are extremely reluctant to act in such cases. 
They can beseech the radio owner to tune his 
program down a bit softer, but if he doesn't 
choose to do so they are out of luck . 
Sooner or later we shall have to find some 
way of handling this situation. The loudspeak er 
can easily be made into a neighborhood nuisance. 
If a radio owner has not enough consideration 
for the rights of others, there ought to be some 
way of chok ing him off.
